REPORT  OF  CONVENTION  AT  QUINCY 


The  18th  Ajinual  Meeting  of  Illino'^  s  State  Association  of 
Graduate  Nurses  convened  at  Quincy,  Illinois,  October  20 
and  21,  1921. 

The  address  of  welcome  was  given -by  the  President  of  the 
8th  District  and  the  Mayor  welcomed  us  to  the  city. 
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The  TDresident,  Miss  McCleery  g8.ve  a  splendid  address, 
unong  other  things  speaking  of  the  articles  of  destrictiire 
jriticism  which  have  appeared  in  the  leading  magazines,  some 
them  bv  doctors  who  should  be  our  friends  and  help  us  v/ith 
jonstructive  criticism. 


The  secretary  in  her  report  told  us  we  had  joined  the 
'lational  Federation  of  V«omen*s  Clubs  and  have  the  second 
Largest  membership  in  the  Federation,  that  oi  1700. 

There  were  several  resignations  of  officers  duri/ng  the 
linear.  Army,  JNav^^  and  Missionary  nurses  are  individual^ 
nembers  of  the  State,  association  because  unconnected  with 

any  district. 

In  the  Treasurer ‘s  report  it  was  stated  that  First  District 
has  1193  members  in  btate  Association. 

Amount  on  hand  the  first  of  the  year  was  #7118.81

Leaving  -  -  -  - 

The  recommendation  of  the  Fina»°e  Co]miyee  that  of  this 
surplus  fSOO.OO  be  given  to  the  T.  B.  Fund  anc  #200.00  to 
the  Flurses’  Relief  Fund  was  accepted. 

They  also  approved  raising  of  the  dues  of  the  State 
Association  from  fifteen  cents  to  fifty  cents.  This 
taken  up  at  the  meeting  of  the  A.  b.

The  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  reported  thatno  nurses  are 
being  cared  for  and  no  apolications  were  received.  y^  ^ 

recommended  bhab  any  nurses  needing  care  e  exnense  paid 

Sanitarium  nearest  their  place  of  residence  and  expense  pai 
out  of  T.B.  Fund  which  at  present  is  only  $.5000.00. 

The  V.  N.  A.  who  have  a  bed  at  the  Naperville  Sanitarium 
have  cared  for  forty  nurses.  Only  a  few  were  tteir  ovm 
nembers  and  the  State  Association  feels  they  should  no 
expected  to  care  for  those  outside  their  organize 
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The  Relief  Eiind  Commi'fc'tee  reported  that  |283*00  has  come 
from  District  Committees,  1307.10  from  individuals,  and 
llOO.OO  from  First  District  making  a  total  of  1690.60

The  First  District  report  gave  number  of  meetings  and  the 
Eembership  which  is  something  over  1300*  ^ 

The  Third  District,  Rockford,  gave  a  splendid  report  of^ 
social  meetings,  picnics  and  luncheons,  had^a  ^oyie  to  raise 
[Tioney  and  are  interesting  themselves  in  civic  affairs. 


Miss  Clara  D.  Royes  of  R«  C.  Rational  Headquarters  who  has 
been  attending  R.  C.  meetings  through  the^west  and  spent 
several  days  in  Chicago  was  with  us  in  Quincy.  She  spo*<e  of 
the  necessitv  of  raising  money  for  our  National 
of  A.  N.  A.  and  N.  L.  N.  E.  which  among  other  activities  would 

take  over  the  R.  C.  Placement  Bureau  which  with  other  work  has 
fLnd  positions  for  1800  nurses  in  Public  Health  and  Hospitals 
since  dem.obilizetion. 


Hosnitals  and  Alumnaes  are  to  be  asked  to  help  support  this 
Bureau.  Unfortunately  the  H.  0.  P.  H.  N.  have  their  orm 
placement  bureau,  but  it  is  hoped  later  the  two  may  be  com- 

bined.

Local  committees  are  being  appointed  and  ih  is  hoped  to 
•aise  #50,000.00  by  the  first  of  the  year  with  very  lytie 
sffort  or  publicity.  There  are  38000  R.  C.  Nurses  and  if 
3ach  one  gave  one  dollar  it  would  soon  be  raised. 

We  raised  #30,000  to  put  over  rank  for  purses  ^nd  #52000 
[■or  the  Bordeaux  School  for  Nurses-,  only  #1000  of  the  latter 

riven  by  lay  people. 

She  also  spoke  of  increasing  the  Relief  Fund.  The  com- 
nittee  often' has  to  use  principal.  140  nurses  are  being 
relieved  at  present.  The  ex-service  nurses  should  be 
helped  by  the  wa.r  risk  insurance. 

Ske  spoke  of  the  splendid  cooperation  and  support  ^ 

nurses  to  their  organizations,  though  for  many  reasons  their 
problems  are  greater  than  those  of  other  groups  of  women. 
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Eurses  have  solidarity,  work  well  in  groups  and  can  follow 
1  leader  well,  but  we  need  to  train  more  leaders. 

Miss  Noyes  spoke  again  at  the  banquet  in  the  evening. 

Thursday  afternoon  there  was  some  interesting  music  by  tne 
Hee  Club  of  the  Chaddicks  School  for  dependent  boys. 

Miss  Dorothy  Dorsey,  social  service  worker  of  the  nimois 
School  for  the  Blind  at  Jacksonville,  gave  a  most  interesting 
address  on  their  work.  Children  are  admitted  from  six  to 
eighteen  and  they  have  all  the  grades  from  kindergarten 
through  high  school. 

It  is  a  boarding  school  and  expenses  are  paid  by  the  state. 
Industrial  training  begins  in  sixth  grade  and  they  readily 
place  their  dictograph  and  telephone  operators.  Ihe 
revised  Braille  system  is  used  but  they  have  a  class  for 
children  v/ho  do  not  have  to  learn  finger  reading. 

Miss  Carol  Martin,  executive  of  Central  Council  for 
Nursing  Education  told  of  their  work  in  interesting  young 
UfO’^en  in  entering  Training  Schools  through  public  S> 

an  attractascope  with  slides  run  by 

sending  out  literature.  They  are  becoming  a  clear...ng  house 
of  information  about  nursing  affairs. 

Hospitals  in  the  council  are  anxious  to  improve  standards 
to  attract  the  right  sort  of  women. 

She  spoke  of  Mr.  Hilderbrand  of  the  University  of 
winning  a  $500.00  prize  for  a  play  irtth  Florence 
as  heroine.

on  Nutritional  work.  She  spoke  of  the  need  of  visualizing 
a  healthy  child  and  trying  to  bring  children  up  to  that 

standard. 

Nurses  and  doctors  are  trained  to  think 
have  been  snatched  from  the  edge  of  a  grave  ever^thi  g 

necessary  has  been  dene. 

Outside  cultural  work  added  to  school  work  is  too  much 
for  the  undernourished  child  and  leaves  no  yme 
creation  and  rest.

In  the  evening  there  was  a  banquet  at  the  Hyel  yiyy 
where  about  200  nurses  and  their  friends  sat  down  to  a 

delicious  dinner. 

The  Friday  sessions  were  under  the  League  of  Hursing 
Education. 
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Isabel  Stewart  of  Teachers  College,  Columbia,  gave  an 
address  on  the  Evolution  of  Nursing.  She  quoted  Wells  in 
saying  ”lt  is  always  a  race  between  education  and  catas¬ 
trophe,”  then  spoke  of  the  three  stages  of  development, 
first,  pick  up  tj^e  of  training,  (Sairy  Gamp),  second, 
apprenticeship  t;^7pe  used  by  most  training  schools,  third, 
educational  type"  of  vocational  training.  Nursing  schools 
of  the  future  will  be  educational  and  separate  from  support 
of  hospitals,  but  vdll  do  their  practical  or  laboratory  work 

in  hospitals. 

Miss  Kennedy  of  State  Hospital  for  Insane  at  Dunning  gave 
an  appealing  address  on  need  of  nurses  for  the  insane.  There 
are  20,000  patients  in  Illinois  and  only  20  nurses. 

The  State  Hospital  gives  a  very  fine  affiliated  and  Post- 
Graduate  Course  for  students  and  Graduates. 

The  League  will  issue  a  calandar  in  time  for  Christmas 
with  short  biographies  of  some  of  the  older  nurses. 

The  new  officers  of  the  League  are:  President,  Miss  Carol

My  dear  Miss  Yifilbur: 

I  thought  you  might  like  a  notice  of  my  trip  to  the 
convention  and  through  the  Yv'^est  for  the  Alumnae,  I  am  only 
sorry  I  did  not  think  to  send  it  earlier,  but  getting  back  to 
work  with  the  hot  weather  has  taken  all  the  strength  and 
energy  available, 

I  went  west  on  the  Special  C,  B,  &  Q,  train  that  left 
Chicago  June  20,  We  v/ere  especially  conducted  by  an  > 
official  of  the  road  and  everything  r/as  done  for  our  comfort. 
The  St,  Paul  nurses  boarded  the  train  with  gifts  and  greetings, 
and  although  Y/arm,  the  trip  along  the  banks  of  the  "Father  of 
?/aters"  vms  delightful, 

Vfe  had  tvw  days  in  Glacier  Rational  Park;  spent  the  night 
at  Glacier  Hotel,  overlooking  Mt,  Dermont  Lake  v;ith  the  snoYj- 
capped  mountains  on  the  farther  shore.  Had  a  stage  drive 
through  the  mountains  and  took  the  steamer  up  St,  Mary  Lake, 
HoY/ever,  did  not  have  time  to  stop  at  "Going  to  the  sun 
chalet"  but  sav/  it  perched  on  top  of  the  cliffs  vfhere  the 
view  must  have  been  superb.  Two  weeks  in  Glacier  Park 
would  have  been  more  than  worth  while. 

The  chief  of  police  and  social  rrorkers  amont  the  Indians^ 
on  the  Blackfeet  reservation  are  a  full  blood  Indian  and  his 
wife;  they  meet  the  nurses  in  full  Indian  regalia.  There  are 
resident*  nurses  in  the  Hotels  and  many  of  the  waitresses  and 
bell  boys  are  college  students  and  teachers,  (v/hy  not  nurses 
who  earn  money  to  pay  for  seeing  some  things  of  our  beautiful 

country. 

At  Spokane  the  nurses  and  their  friends  met  us  with  autos 
and  drove  us  through  their  parks  and  boulevards;  deluged 
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us  with  flowers  and  sent  on  board  delicious  strawberries  for 
our  dinner 

I  never  knev/  such  hospitality  as  v/e  vrere  shovm  in  Seattle; 
ever;'rfching  was  done  for  our  comfort  and  convenience;  we  had 
drives  through  the  city,  trips  on  the  lakes  and  Sound  and  one 
Tnemora,ble  night  a  few  of  us  were  invited  by  the  oiwier  of  a 
steam  launch  to  a  salmon  fish  bake  on  the  beach  of  Lake  Wash¬ 
ington,  As  we  v«raited  for  the  fish  and  potatoes  buried  under 
red  hot  stones  to  bake  ive  watched  the  sun  set  and  mists  blot 
out  Mt,  Rainier,  60  miles  av>ray.  After  our  delicious  dinner 
we  returned  to  the  city  by  moonlight. 

The  meetings  v^ere  most  interesting  and  worthwhile.  Miss 
Eldredge  was  chairman  of  the  program  committee  and  as  you  all 
know  she  was  elected  president  of  the  A.  R.  A.  All  the  new 
officers  are  western  women  except  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents. 

There  was  great  rivalry  between  Michigan  and  Minnesota  for 
our  next  meeting  in  1924,  much  rooting  and  singing  of  their 
respective  merits,  particularly  by  the  younger  v/omen,  who 
would  gather  with  a  leader  while  the  general  meetings  were 
assembling.  Of  course,  Detroit  won  and  there  should  be  a 
larger  attendance  of  the  St.  Luke*s  nurses  in  1924  than  there 
in  Seattle  in  1922.  Only  eleven  St,  Luke’s  graduates  at  the 
Seattle  convention  and  four.  Miss  Neff,  now  Mrs.  Bartlet, 

Miss  Kershavf,  Miss  Allen  and  Miss  Helgoland,  live  on  the 
coast.  Miss  Holmes  from  Minneapolis,  Miss  McCabe  from  Omaha, 
Miss  Martin  and  Miss  Eldredge  from  Y/isconsin,  Miss  Stimson, 
have  forgotten  her  state,  and  Miss  Pringle  and  myself  from 
Chicago. 

I  will  not  attempt  to  tell  anything  of  the  meetings;  the 
papers  and  proceedings  of  the  A.  N.  A.  and  N.  0.  P,  H.  N.  can 
be  read  in  the  ^American  Journal  of  Nursing”  and  the  ’’Public 
Health  Nurse”  and  no  nurse  can  afford  to  miss  the  report  of 
this  Biennial. 

Some  papers  stand  our  particularly  but  they  were  probably 
others  just  as  good,  only  it  vj-as  impossible  for  one  individual 
to  attend  all  meetings. 

Three  papers  all  should  read  are  Dr.  Hedger’s,  Dr.  Beard’s, 
and  Dr.  Lucas’,  the  addresses  of  the  three  organizations. 

I  vj'as  a  delegate  to  both  the  A.  N.  A.  and  N.  0.  P.  H.  N. 

Some  Alumnaes  paid  part  of  the  expenses  of  a  member  so  that 
they  might  have  a  special  report  of  the  meetings.  I  believe 
the  Illinois  Training  School  Alujimae  did  this.  Reports  of 
Nurses’  Relief  Fund  and  the  American  Nurses’  Memorial  Fund 
are  vitally  interesting  to  us  all. 
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After  the  convention  Miss  McCabe  and  I  went  to  Rainier 
Rational  Park  and  spent  the  "Fourth#”  Vfaded  through  snow 
drifts  to  viev/  the  annual  skiing  tournament,  the  flowers 
were  blooming  where  the  snoir  had  melted  but  we  were  too 
early  to  see  the  meadoY/s  of  Paradise  Valley  captured  \7ith 
floY/ers  as  it  would  be  tvro  weeks  later.
